An ingenious scheme ‘by which Mayor 
Krejismann, by the co-operation of 50 
friends, expects to keep James C. Tra- 
villa in office as Street Commissioner, 
despite a hostile Council, became known 
at the city hall Wednesday. 

As already outlined, the Mayor ex- 
pects this plan to enable him to keep 
Travilla in office at least 15 months, 
without the Council's indorsement, and 
it can be extended indefinitely. 

The Street Commissioner is appointed 


by the Mayor, but the appointment must 
be ratified by the Council. Travilla is 
a Democrat. The Council is Republic- 
an, and its members have served notice 
on Mayor Kreismann that they will not 
O K Travilla’'s name. 
Will Name Friends. 

Mayor. Kreismann likes Travilla’s 
work, and proposes to keep him in of- 
fice, The Mayor has the pledge of 50 
personal friends that they will aid. him 
in his plan. If Travilla’s name is turned 
down, he will send the names of these

days, the law requiring that after the 
Council has failed to ratify a name, an- 
other must be submitted within. that

If the Conucil accepts one of, these 
nien and ratifies his appointment to suc- 
ceed Travilla, he will decline. Each has 
given his promise to Mayor Kreismann 
that he will not accept the office, 

Pending the choice of a new Commis- 
sioner, Travilla will remain in office un- 
der the natural order of things. ° 
Travilla’s name has not yet been sub- 
mitted by the Mayor. «It is expected 
that he will send it to the Council next 
Tuesday. 

The Mayor expects the Council to re- 
fuse to confirm Travilla. When it does 
he will begin sending in the names of 
the 50 volunteers. Travilla will continue 
in office while the Counell 1s rejecting 
these men. 7 

If one should be confirmed, and then 
refuse to qualify, the May would be 
relieved of the obligation te send any 
more names to the Council, and Travilla 
would be retained in office. 

si Travilla May Hold Job. 

The Mayor has also found that it. is 
npt really necessary, for him to reap- 
point Travilla. He may, if he desires, 
permit him to hold the office until the 
expiration of the Mayor's term. 

The Mayor has, however, determined 
to put the Travilla appointment squarely 
up to the Council, and throw the bur- 
den of rejecting him upon the Kiel 
faction. The Mayor has been advised 
by his political friends that the refusal 
of the Council to confirm the appoint- 
ment of a man of Travilla's record will 
greatly weaken the opposition.

A number of women told all they 
knew about the queer’antics of Mrs. M.

Mrs.’ Begg is owner of the fashionable 
Berlin and Windermere hotels. The 


Phillips Automobile Co. is suing her for 
$282.50 garage charges. In a Justice court 
Mrs. Begg won the suit, but ari appeal 
was taken. 

Mrs. Begg’s friends were on hand to 
tell of the awful times they had when 
they accepted her invitations to take a 
spin in her electric runabout, which 
would run about a block and then stop. 

“T was out several times with Mrs. 
Begg and we always had trouble,” tes- 
tified Mrs. T. D. ‘Raines. ‘‘Once the 
‘wires got crossed in the battery and the 
machine almost burned up. Another 
time I was out with Mrs. Begg when 
the automobile balked. I had to get out 
to lighten the load. I walked home and 
Mrs. Begg tried to make the machine 
go, but she couldn't and she had to 
leave it standing there in the street.” 

W. C. Douglas, who lives at the Ber- 
lin Hotel, testified that he was greatly 
elated when Mrs. Begg invited him to 
take a ride with her. “‘But my pleasure 
‘was short-lived,” he said ruefully. ‘‘The 
automobile ran only 50 yards. Then we 
couldn't made it co forward or back 
up. “So ‘We walked back to the hotel.’ 

Mrs. “Walter Sharp. Mrs. Begg’s 
daughter-in-law, said that every time 
she rode in’ the car it smoked. ‘I sup- 
pose thewires were crossed or the rub- 
ber.avas burning off, or something,’’ she 
added. 
| Miss Bertha May, a guest at the Ber- 
lin, testified that in October, 1910, she 
started downtown in the machine with 
Mrs. Begg. 

“We were going to the fish aieet:” 
she said. “At Seventh and Locust 
streets Mrs. Begg pushed the steering 
lever. The. automobile turned north, 
as she wanted it to, but one of the rear 
tires kept on rolling down  Lotust 
street. ve had to get out and chase 
it. ” 

Mrs. R. Y. Henry of 2813 South 
Grand avenue told of Mrs. Begg attend- 
fing a party at the Henry home in No- 
vember, ‘‘After the party,” she said, 
“Mrs. Begg got into the machine, but 
she couldn’t make it go and she had to 
ride home in a street car,” 

‘Mrs. Begg has a counter-claim against 
the garage company, based on her alle- 
gition that the machine was not proper- 
ly kept in repair.

“Throw up your hands,” commanded 
Smith as he struck the negro on the 
head with his night stick. 

The robber obeyed, holding in one of 
his hands the gold watch and chain be- 
longing to Heimberg. The latter, who 
was then on his knees, thinking it was 
the robber who had shouted the com- 
mand also elevated his hands. When he 
saw the uniform and shield of the ser- 
geant he uttered ain exclamation of 
joyful surprise. 

Smith took the negro to the Laclede 
Avenue Police Station where he gave 
his name as William Brooks, and his 
address as 2811 Market street. 

Heimberg is.a retired r@staurateur. He 
has been engaged to open the .

“The:negro begged me not to shoot 
him when I pressed my gun against his 
breast,’’ said Sergt.

The first use Norval his 
prize money was to send a part of it to 
Miss Roark to pay her expenses to Kan- 
sas City. The remainder he expended in 
fitting up a home for his bride. 

“No more battle and: travel. for me 
now,” said Norval to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “I was tempted to get into 
that squabble down in Mexico: and I 
might have done it if it hadn't been 
for that $200 prize. But now I’m going 
to settle down for good.” 

Apron Replaces Uniform. 

Norval is now chef in a restaurant 
here. The white apron and jaunty cap 
have replaced the khaki uniform which 
he wore with such distinction in the 
Philippine campaign. 

When Norval joined the United States 
Army at Jefferson Barracks, in 1899, he 
was thirstfng for adventure. Few sol- 
diers ever found more of it. He was 
boloed, sentenced to be executed, sto 
in line with four other. soldier8, shot 
and left for dead by bloodthirsty Pom- 
pangoes in a tropical jungle. Though 
grievously wounded, he rescued one of 
Sergt. Pederson. The 
others were killed.

“We had to stop a great many times 
to rest and wipe the sweat out of our 
eyes, andtdrive away the pests that 
seemed to «ome from everywhere to mo- 
lest,us. Once Chris fainted. His arm 
slipped away from me, and I had to wait 
until he revived a little and could get a’ 
fresh grip.

ting to the shade, but we reached there 
at last, and! turned. Chris over on his 
back and.hcliped him to arrange his 
legs so that they would not hurt so 
much. Then we went to sleep—or some-

WASHINGTON, April 1%.—Former 
Speaker Cannon in the House today 
vigorously artacked Canadian reciproci- 
ty. Aided >y a large map ofthe United 
States and Canada, he played the role 
of schoolmaster. 

Cannon assailed the proposed agree- 
ment as dangerous to American trade, 
inimical to the best interests of Ameri- 
can farmers and certain to resulftn de- 
preciations or Americar farm lands. 

“Not since the war with Spain and al! 
that followed it has there been consid- 
ered by the House of Representatives s0 
important a bill as the one now pend- 
ing,”” he declared. “On the action of 
the House rests the well-being and the 
prosperity of all the people of the United 
States. Is it proper on slight considera- 
tion to vitalize into law an agreement 
that affects the prosperity of every 
home in the land?’ 

Criticizes Secret Treaty, 

Cannon declared the treaty had been 
made in secret. The country; the Sen- 
ate and the House had actually nothing 
to do with the preparation of the agree- 
ment with Canada, he said. 

“No member of this house,” declared 
Cannon, ‘“‘had opportunity to kriow any- 
thing about it until the House received 
notice in the Pregident’s message, ac- 
companied by the bill itself, that it was 
expected to pass the measure.’’ 

Cannon reviewed the development of 
Middle and Western America during the 
last century. 

‘IT am not an old man,’’ he said, amid 
the laughter of the House, ‘‘but I can 
remember when this country had only 
17,000,000 inhabitants. Now it has: close 
to 100,000,000.’’ ’ 

Immigration adn development had 
brought rich new lands into cultiva- 
tion, he said. Railroads had, by cheap 
freight rates, placed them in touch with 
the great Eastern markets an dthe value 
of New England and New York farm 
lands had gone steadily down, unable 
to meet the competition. The opening 
of new Canadian lands with American 
markets open to their produce would 
have the same effect on the West: he 
believed.

Kunz, 72, and Robert H. Cornell, 71. 

The directors elected to serve two 
years are: C. M. McDonald, 90 votes; 
H. W. Hannauer, 9); Edward A. Bo- 
kern, 88; A. H. Frederick, 88; Charles 
Z. Trembley, 88; A. R. Schollmeyer, 84. 

Notwithstanding Gerhart’s vote, it is 
not believed that with O'Reilly at its 
head, Gerhardt will continué to domi- 
nate the exchange directory. 

O’Reilly is probably the youngest 
member on the board—he is 35—and dis- 
played executive ability in the vice- 
presidency.

It was the last concert of the present 
Amphion season, also the. eighteenth 
concert of the Amphion Club's exisrence, 
falling, by a happy coincidence, on the 
eighteenth day of the month, as Mr. 
Norvell pointed out in a brief address 
during the intermission, and the oc- 
casion.was made memorable by its proof 
of St. Louis loyalty to-Mr. Robyn. whose 


the history of. musical development in’ 
this city. 


Even a little baby girl up in the bal- 
cony joined gleefully in the night's 
tribute to the composer-pianist-organist 


yet always a St. Lovisan by right of 
original possession. She waved her hand 
and cried ‘‘Da-da!’’ to Mr. Robyn’ at the 
precise moment when he was _ interpre- 
ting the happiest phase. of Mr. Kroe- 
ger’s own “Moods,” the first piano num- 
ber of the evening. And Robyn, vastly 
tickled in despite of his musical absorp- 
tion, smiled in reply and waved one 
hand in response to the baby girl’s sal- 
utation, a little ripple of appreciative 
laughter xobewnlie across the house dur- 
ing this exchange of gentle courtesies. 
Whetefore,.all in® all, it was a great 
night for the return of the native. In 
addition. to his keenly sympathetic 
treatment of the Kroeger composition 
Robyn played Wagner's Magic Fire 
music, the exquisite Schubert-Liszt 
“Serenade,” the ‘‘Poacher’s Song,’’ by 
Ritter, .and a composition of his own, 
and the audience recalled him. again 
and again to the footlights, seeming 
never to tire of submitting this proof of 
sustained liking for the player and his 
work. At one. moment a great armful 
of roses, worthy, of the most beautiful 
prima: denna, went across the stage’s 
rim and\was handled by Robyn with 
amazing facility, remembering that he’s 
@ mere man, prior to being tenderly laid 
on the piano preliminary to his second 
touching of the}keys. At another mo- 
ment the former St. Loulsan was com- 


| pelled to leave the box where he. had 


found refuge with Mr. and Mrs. Nor- 
vell, Mrs. Kroeger and others of a big 
party, and again emerge upon the stage 
to bow his acknowledgments of the St. 
Louis tribute. Truly, this prophet was 
not without honor in. his own country! 
And, in addition, one of the big hits 


,of the evening was scored by the 4m- 


phion Club’s singing of one of Robyn's 
own songs, the sweely emotional ‘‘An- 
swer,” which hes been warpbled from 
s0emany youthful throats swelling with 
the rapture of Love's young dream. The 
Amphiontsjngers sang it well, too, win- 
ning a rightful share in the great ap-| 
plause that followed. They sang,’ be- | 
sides, Bullard’s. splerididly spirited 
“Nottingham Hynt,;"’ of merry King 
Charlies’. gallant followers; Gericke’s 
“The Autumn Sea,” Franz Leu's. de- 
Nghtful “Liebchen, Nur Geschwinde,”’ 
most competently treated; Johannes 
Faint Heart,”’ and 
Dudley Buck's captivating arrangement 
of “‘Annie Laurie,’’ the fine old Scottish 
ballad scoring the biggest triumph of 
the night. The deeper‘ Amphion voices 
were most pleasingly revealed, the 
hasso notes at many moments being 
a veritable joy to the musical ear. The 


tainty and tonal truthfulness, yet proved 
fairly satisfying in the main. Mr. Kroe- 
fer’s conductorship was. admirable.

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SENATORIAL. GERRYMANDER. 

Careful study of the senatorial districts planned 
by Attorney-General Major and Secretary of State 
Roach, is unnecessary for their condemnation by 
citizens of fair minds. The gerrymander in the 
interest of the Democratic party is so manifest 
that Democrats who do not place party advantage 
above all other consideration will support Gov. 
Hadley’s protest against its unfairness. 

Missouri is a doubtful State. The votes polled 
by the leading parties are almost equal. Twice in 
succession the State has given its electoral vote 
to Republican candidates. The State officers are 
divided between the parties.* Within three years 
the State has had a Republican House qf* Repre- 
sentatives. Six years ago the Republicans had a 
majority of the joint ballot of the Legislature, 
and elected a Republican Senator. There has 
been a persistent Democratic majority in the Sen- 
ate because the senatorial districts are ‘gerry: 
mandered. 

Now Messrs. Major and Roach, who may well 
be designated as the Attorney-General for the 
Democratic machine and the Secretary of State 
for the Democratic machine, propose, regardless 
of facts and fairness, to perpetuate the gerry- 
mander. St. Louis, whose population growth 
saved the State from a record of decrease in the 
census returns, receives. no additiqnal senators; 
the votes of the districts will be far in excess of 
the senatorial votes, while many in the interior 
cf the State will fall far below the ratio. The 
range is from 63,000 to 116,000. The final dis- 
tricting of the cities may gtve the Democrats a 
decided advantage in two-thirds of the Uistricts 
of the State. 

Work of this kind—blind, greedy, unfair parti- 
san jobbery—on the part of Democratic. office- 
holders and politicians, has made-Missouri doubt- 
ful.
